Most of the schools for the past year have been good, well taught 
and well governed and the scholars have made commendable prog- 
ress in their studies. But we are confident that you will not see any 
essential improvement in your schools unless you make some impor- 
tant changes in regard to them. Many of the districts have but iew 
scholars and little public money; and though they give Lut a small 
compensation to their teachers, their schools are only a few weeks in 
length, and even some of the largest schools have been supported, in 
part, by subscriptions. There are but five good school-houses in the 
town, most of the others are old and inconvenient. You raise by 
tax, $653 40 for the purposes of schooling, a sum, which, consicer- 
ing the population and wealth of the town, ought to make every cit- 
izen blush with shame, especially when he talks about the adyanta- 
ges of common schools. 

We suggest, therefore, the propriety of making your school dis- 
tricts larger, the building of new and convenient school-houses, and 
the raising of more money to educate your children.
